Daring Train Botfbery in 
Arkansas. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 23.—At 


twenty minutes pott 11 two olooed car- 
riages drove up to tho east lower door 
of the senate wing, and the occupanta 
alighted and patted up the private stair- 
way to tha viee president's room. All 
tbe corridors and pasaage ways upon the 
main floor of tho senate wing quickly 
wen dosed to all comers, aad iostrno- 
tioai wen given by Strgeaot-afeAnM 
Bright of the eeaete to tbe employee 
aad police of the eapitol on duty to 
keep themselves completely hidden in 
the nouset of the doors and windows 
while Mn.Garfleld patted through to 
tho rotunda. Tho rotunda itself wat 
entirely cleared, tbe guard ot honor re- 
tiring from view for the time being. 


In a few minutes the little procession 


emerged from the vice president's room, 
and, patting around through the eatt 
corridor, proceeded through the tilent 
and deserted main postage way ot the 
building. Sergeant-at-Ami Bright led 
tbe way, and then followed Mrs. Gsr- 
leld, leaning upon the arm of Genenl 
Swaim, Harry Garfield, Mollie Garfield, 
Mitt Rockwell, Colonel and Mn. Rook- 
well and Attorney General MaoVeagh 
and Mn. Swsim. Not. a sound waa 
beard tave the footsteps upon tho mar- 
ble floors as the little company, robed 
in sombre garments of the deepest 
mourning, passed silently on to mingle 
their tears and pay the kit earthly trib- 
ute over the catket which tealed from 
view tho form and features of the 
dearly-beloved bnsband, father and 
friend. 
After remaining about twenty 


minutet in the rotunda they returned 
quietly and with tbe nme privacy that 
marked their entrance, and passing 
through to the tenite wing, entered 
their earriaget and returned to tbe res- 
idence of the attorney general. 


I.—At a quar 


tor to 2 o'eloek the doors of she rotnn 
da wen opened. The- first society to 
arrive wat tho Knights Templar, Bean- 
Slant Command try, of Baltimore, and 
entered in fall regalia, but did not stay 
in the hall, limply pasting around tho 
eatafalqne,in double file. Four of their 
number, Sir Knights Stephens, Lawton. 
Butler and Jennings, bore a floral offer- 
ing in 'the shape of an immense maltese 
cross, whieh was reverently placed at 
the head ot the dais. At ten minutes 
past two the members of the Army ol 
tbe Cumberland filed in by a door lead- 
ing from the mate chamber and took 
the irnti reserved for them. Immedi- 
ately after tbe doors wen thrown open 
to all holden of tickets. Inside of ten 
minutes the chain set apart for tbe 
general public' were completely filled. 
Soon the members of the diplomatic 
corps arrived and were mhereij to seats 
reserved tor them. 


The military portion of the proces- 


sion, which will escort the icmains to 
tbe depot, formed right in front, facing 
the east front ot the oapitol, with the 
district militia holding toe right of the 
line. 


Tho ernsh for admittanoe to the oap- 


itol resulted in breaking down the ropes 
placed to restrain the crowd, and before 
they were replaced many without tick- 
ets obtained entrance. The seats in 
the rotunda were soon filled,aud further 
entrance was denied. 


The silence of tbe crowded rotucds 


was unbroken, except by the rustling of 
the ladies' fans. At 2.45 the audience 
were awaiting the coming of tbe mourn 
ing family. 


At five minutes before 3 o'clock Pres- 


ident Arthur, leaning upon the arm ol 
Secretary Blaine, entered the rotunda 
from the tenate side of tbe oapitol 
Immediately after followed ex-Presi- 
dents Gnnt and Hayes, Secretary and 
Mrs. Wioilom, Secretary and Mrs. Lin 
coin, Secretary and Mrs. Hunt, Attor 
ney General ai»d Mrs. MsoVesgh, Sec- 
retarv Kirkvood and Pottmatter Gen 
era! James. 


Mn. Garfield and immediate family 


were not present at the ceremonies. 


Some little confusion in aeatiog tbe 


diplomatic corps, tbe representatives of 
army and oaty, and senators and mem 
ben of tbe house of representatives 
wat occasioned by oversight on tbe part 
of some one in charge of tbe arrange- 
ments in not reserving a sufficient num- 
ber of seats for them. Many persons 
eluded the doorkeepers tod gained an 
entrance lo the rotunda, while many 
who held tickets wen unable to secure 
seats. At 3 o'clock every teat was filled 
and all available standing room taken. 


Services were opened by Rev. Dr. 


Power promptly at 3p.m. 
He as- 


cended the dais and briefly announced 
the opening hymn: "Asleep in Jesus, 
Blessed Sleep," whieh wat rendered by 
a chorus of fifty voices.
